What is your philosophy regarding ex parte communications? Are
there circumstances under which you could envision ex parte
communications being tolerated?

| believe that ex parte communications are inappropriate and
should be avoided at all cost by any judge. | believe that there are very
few circumstances under which ex parte communications could be
tolerated, and those would only be situations where informal greetings
are exchanged between the judge and only one of the parties. Even
when this occurs, | believe it would be the duty of the judge to point
this out on the record to the other party who is not present so that
party can be apprised of the situation and make their own determination
as to whether or not they should take any action as a result of the ex
parte communication. Obviously, any ex parte communications by one
party to the judge in regards to the case at hand cannot be tolerated.
What is your philosophy on recusal, especially in situations in which
lawyer-legislators, former associates, or law partners are to appear
before you?

| believe that recusal is not appropriate when lawyer-

legislators appear before the Court. All judges have to deal with lawyer-
legislators, and they need to be treated just like all lawyers are treated
by each individual judge. | think that the judge should recuse himself
when former associates or law partners appear before him regarding
matters in which they were actively involved in the office when the
judge was still practicing law. However, on matters that arose with a
former associate or partner after the judge left the office, | believe do
not require recusal because at some point, the judge is going to have to

deal in court with the former associates and partners, all of whom need
to be treated like all other lawyers by the judge.

| would give great deference to any motion made by a party for
my recusal. | believe that | would grant such motions most of the time
because | believe that the system of justice works best when there is no
appearance of impropriety by the judge.

I would accept no gifts or social hospitality from any individual
lawyer.

My obligation as a lawyer requires me to report any misconduct
of any lawyer or any judge to the South Carolina Bar Association.

However,
there may be certain situations where | might draft my own order, and |
would have no reluctance to do so in any case in which | deem that to
be appropriate.

My staff and | keep appropriate calendars, notes and copies
of dockets and keep up with orders or other documents that need to be
presented by lawyers appearing before the court. My staff or | call
lawyers to make sure that all orders that need to be submitted are done
so on a timely basis.

| do not feel that the pressure of serving as a judge has
strained my personal relationships.

do occasionally occur in the courtroom. | try and avoid anger at all
costs, and if | felt that | was getting angry for any reason, | would
declare a recess so that | could make sure that | was not making rulings
based on the fact that | may be angry at someone in the courtroom.

Quite frankly, | have
always tried to act this way even as a lawyer.

| believe that anger is never an appropriate emotion for a

judge to have while making rulings in court. As | previously indicated, if
| felt | was getting angry, | would declare a brief recess in order to
compose myself before proceeding further with court. Because | believe
that anger is not appropriate for a judge, | do believe that | could
compose myself fairly quickly in all such situations.
